Chicago, Nov. 13. — Under the 
pro- 


tection of an army of policemen, the 
street car tie-up was partially broken 
this morning, five trains on the Went- 
viorth avenue electric lines, making 
the trip up town with practically no 
opposition, despite the _fact that UK- 
mob was greater than on Thursday 
and apparently in an uglier mood. The 
display of force, however, was 
too 


great and the mob spirit was effect- 
ually held in check. 


Eight hundred policemen, heavily 


armed, were strung along the 73 
blocks, from the barns at Seventy- 
seventh and Vincennes road to the up- 
town terminus at Clark atfd Washing- 
ton, under the shadow of the city Hail. 
Every train had its complement of po- 
licemen and in the police stations re- 
serves were held in readiness for a:* 
outbreak. Each policeman was armed 
with his regulation baton, a slung- 
shot and two revolvers. Without any 
orders as to arrangements fromhead- 
uuarters, they had prepared 
them- 


selves for vicious assaults in view of 
their exnerience in the teamsters 
strike over a year ago.

Meyers Killed Sloan in Self. 


Defense. 


Crawfordsville, Ind., Nov. 13.—Mrs. 


James Myers, who on Tuesday and 
Wednesday gave such damaging evi- 
dence against her husband, charged 
with the murder of John Sloan. 25 
years ago, has now given powerful tes- 
timony in favor of the defense, com- 
pletely upsetting the theory that she 
has been trying to railroad him to the 
gallows. 


She was present at the time the mur- 


der occurred, and in describing the oc- 
currence to the jury she arose from 
her chair, lifted her voice to au oratori- 
cal pitch and employed dramatic ges- 
tures. She testified that Myers acted 
in self-defense. 


Myers, in his own behalf, was a 


strong witness, and testified that he 
struck Sloan while under .the belief 
that he would be killed if he did not. 
He said he had run away because ad- 
vised by a lawyer that he would better 
skip unless he had money. Judge West 
readmitted the damaging evidence 
against Myers by his wife, which he 
had caused to be stricken out.

STUMPS 


BEING REMOVED FROM WATER 


AT BUCKEYE LAKE. 
- 


Suggested 
That Water Be Lowered 


and Stumps Sawed Off After Ice 


Forms. 


Mr. Will D. Harris, who is spending 


most of his time at Buckeye Lake, 
making ready to begin the vast im- 
provements contemplated at tliat re- 
sort for next soason, said Friday morn- 
ing that work would begin at once in 
removing the stumps from the lake. 
As far as possible the stumps will t>e 
pulled up by nieans of a derrick, rig- 
ged on a large flat boat, and those 
which cannot be gotten tnat way will 
be dynamited. 


This latter process is tl'e quickest, 


and Superintendent Dietz says that 
the injury to the fish in the lake wouii* 
not be worth mentioning in compari- 
son with the patent advantage of rid- 
ding the lake of the troublesome 
stumps. 


Some men who are familiar with 


matters at Buckeye Lake say that the 
cheapest and most practical way to re- 
move the stumps from the water would 
be to lower the level of the lake about 
two feet, wait till ice forms and then 
saw or chop off the. stumps. A -man 
with an. ex could chop off an acre -d'r 
stumps in a day, but by pulling out the 
stumps or dynamiting them great ex- 
pense would be incurred and doubtless 
many fish would be killed by the free 
use of an explosive in the water.
